THE LOUISVILLE LOW “V’s” 


We are deeply indebted to Mr. 
E. S. Thresher of Kansas City for 
the following dissertation on the 
low or dropped “V’s” on the old 
type buros of Louisville, Ky., both 
perforations (but not on the coils). 
This variety was first called to our 
attention by Mr. Thresher, many 
months ago, and his discovery 
has created a great deal of inter- 
est, with the result that these 
varieties are very much in demand. 
Mr. Thresher’s letter follows: 

About two or three years ago 
I noticed just a line in “Gossip” 
that the Louisville ordinary buros 
came with one subject having a 
“V” which was noticeably low. 
At that time I looked over my 
stock of them and found several, 
but it seemed to me that the low- 
hess was so slight as to be but an 
inconsiderable irregularity, and so 
I didn’t bother any more. About 
six months ago while looking over 
a bunch of Louisville’s, a 10¢ perf. 
10 almost hit me in the eye. The 
Vv” was way out of line. So I 
then began an investigation, hav- 
Ing access to an accumulation of 
Several thousand from that city. 

The fellow who made up the 
original matrix for the plate must 
have been on a spree the night 


before, for there are hardly any 
two of the subjects exactly alike. 
Slight misplacement of letters up 
or down occurs, sometimes whole 
groups of letters off-line. These 
will surely make a good theme 
for plating. But bear this in mind 
that the plates for the buro pre- 
cancels are cast in blocks of fifty, 
so that any irregularity occurs 
twice on a sheet of 100, in the 
same position on the top and bot- 
tom half of the sheet. So it would 
be very difficult to plate more than 
half a sheet (and only necessary 
to plate half a sheet for that mat- 
ter.—Editor.) There was only 
one set of plates made up for the 
Louisville buro type B-5 ordinaries, 
and so any irregularity must oc- 
cur on all the values of both the 
perf. 10 and the perf. 11x10% 
old types. 

I have the low “V” on all the 
perf. 10’s and on the lc, 1%e, 2c, 
3c, 8c, and 10c compound perfs. 
The low “V” is the only variety 
of Louisville buros that I have 
made an effort to get sets of. But 
after studying them carefully I 
think that there are two varieties 
that are distinctive enough to be 
collected as sub-varieties: the low 
“Vv” and the high “ILLE”. 

Now just a word about the low 
“vV": I have noticed that there 
is some difficulty in distinguishing 
it. That “V” was a slippery fel- 
low, but the REAL low “V” is so 
distinctive as to be unmistakable— 
if you once get a copy of it for 
comparison with the others. The 
sure way to tell it is as follows: 
All the other letters of Louisville 
have their tops on the same line. 
The “V” alone is low. The tops 
of both serifs of the “V” are 
about 1/16 of an inch lower than 
the tops of the serifs of “S” and 
“T”, Under a low-powered glass 
the tops of the serifs of the “V”’ 
are seen to be about even with 
the middle of the “S” and “TI”. 
However, a glass is not needed to 
spot these positions. Several of 
the “V’s” are tilted slightly and in 
several instances the adjacent let- 
ters are slightly high. Then note 
the line for the tops and bottoms 
of the other letters of the word 
“LOUISVILLE”: the point of the 
regular “V” extends below the 
bottoms of the other letters, while 
the point of the tilted “V” does 
not 


As to prices, or values, for the 
low “V” and the high “ILLE”, 
supply and demand will tell the 
tale. At present I would say that 
they are worth three or four times 
the price of an otherwise undis- 
tinguished ordinary, although they 
do occur but once in fifty. If 
they become popular the price will 
go up rapidly. 

Inasmuch as some values of the 
Louisville B-5 ordinaries are still 
current, it would spoil the fun for 
me to start plating them now.

Just last week a friend showed 
me a Louisville 1%c coil with a 
distinct low “V” very much like 
that on the ordinaries. Another 
friend had an accumulation of 
these stamps, about 500 of them. 
There wasn’t any of the real low 
“V's” in the bunch. I would say, 
off-hand, that on the coil the low 
“Vv” variety would occur every 
sixth stamp, but it may be that 
there has been more than one plate 
for the Louisville coils. I haven't 
had time to go into it much yet— 
but I intend to watch out for them 
too. 

Here Mr. Thresher’s letter ends. 
We trust that he will let the 
readers of LINN’S hear further 
from him in regard to these in- 
teresting varieties.

This epochal flight made by the 
beloved Lone Eagle will give air 
mail collectors much material to 
hunt for, for some time to come. 

We have before us covers that 
went on the down flight to both 
Trinidad and to British Guiana. 
These are both marked with the 
same cachet, a large oblong double 
lined frame with an amphibian 
plane in the upper left corner, be- 
neath this on a calm sea is a large 
sailing vessel with sails spread, 
across the bottom “SAN JUAN— 
PARAMARIBO” and in the upper 
right corner “FIRST FLIGHT”. 

The editor is fortunate in get- 
ting a British Guiana cover back 
so promptly since the Postmaster 
down there to whom a large cover 
was addressed kindly folded it and 
placed it inside a cover which had 
been sent down to be mailed back. 
The Editor is also unfortunate in 
having sent a cover by registered 
mail to the Postmaster at Port 
of Spain, Trinidad, which for some 
unknown reason altho by regis- 
tered mail addressed to the Post- 
master was not delivered but was 
returned to the senders address 
in the corner of the envelope. This 
letter contained cash for postage 
stamps to return some envelopes 
that were enclosed, so we lose out 
on that batch of covers.

Why the cachets are marked 
San Juan—Paramaribo when the 
flight went to other countries at 
same time and even to the Coast 
of South America is beyond our 
understanding. 

On covers from various coun- 
tries, coming back this way we 
find covers from St. Thomas, U. S. 
Virgin Islands cancelled on Sept- 
ember 26, 10 A. These are 
marked with a rubber stamp. “Via 
Air Mail”. 

Covers from British Guiana pre- 
sent a problem in that we have 
seen three different amounts of 
postage on these covers. We have 
covers with 45c also with 59c post- 
age and have seen covers with 
other amounts so that it is a ques- 
tion what the proper rate should 
be. Covers which had lain down 
there for some time awaiting this 
flight are dated September 18, we 
have seen some other dates also 
and the covers which we _ sent 
down on the flight and which came 
back on the return flight are dated 
September 25. All Br. Guiana 
covers we have seen bear a rub- 
ber stamped box frame with the 
wording “British Guiana—by—Air 
Mail”. Some of these Br. Guiana 
covers also bear a pen marked 
initial which seems to be “P.M.” 

The covers from Dutch Guiana 
bear a cachet in a double lined 
circle, between the lines is the 
wording “PARAMARIBO-—— EER 
STE LUCHT POSTVERZEND- 
ING—NEW YORK” and date “25- 
9-29” while within the circle is a 
map with an airplane nearing land 
and the letters “N and 
“PARA”. This is stamped in vio- 
let and there is also a mark from 
another stamp which reads “DE 
POSTDIRECTEUR” and_ below 
this a script word or initials. 
Some covers from Dutch Guiana 
bear 1 gulden and 15 cents post- 
age while others bear one gulden 
and 25 cents postage. The Dutch 
covers are all cancelled with the 
cachet. 

Covers from Castries, St. Lucia 
are cancelled with a special can- 
cellation which contains the words 
“ATR MAIL” as a part of the can- 
cellation stamp. The cancellation 
is about the same size as a regu- 
lar circular cancellation with the 
word “CASTRIES” at top, below 
this “1st” and across the center 
“ATR MAIL” and at bottom “ST.

On Aug. 10th the Cherry Red 
Airline Ltd., of Prince Albert, 
carried the first aerial mail from 
that town to Montreal Lake. At 
the same time it was intended to 
go on to Lac La Ronge and Stan- 
ley, but no covers backstamped 
Stanley, have come through. Those 
addressed to that point are back- 
stamped Lac La Ronge, on Aug. 
12th. 

This company carried some mail 
between Prince Albert and Lac 
La Ronge in July, probably before 
permission came through from 
Ottawa. This would make the 
flight of Aug. 10th, the first official 
date. 

The return trip was made on 
Aug. 12th, and covers from Lac 
La Ronge and Montreal Lake are 
cancelled with that date, the latter 
being often very faint. They are 
all backstamped at Prince Albert 
on the same date.
